MARLIN, Tex.— (Special) 


— A former Dixon, 111., resi- 
dent was one of three men 
killed Tuesday night when an 
Air .Force B47B bomber ex- 
ploded in midair near here. 


One of the victims was identified 


as Capt. -Eugene Tilton, 35, El 
Paso, who attended South Central 
School, Dixon, before moving to 
Ft. Atkinson, Wis., where he at- 
tended high school. He joined the 
Air Corps in 1941, and had been in 
service since then, except for a 
year" after World War II when he 
lived in Steward, 111. 


Capt. Tilton was the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Orlo Tilton, now of San 
Bernardino, Calif. The captain's 
father operated a radiator shop in 
Commercial Alley while in Dixon.

Other survivors, are his widow 


and three children, of El Paso; 
a brother, Cliff, 419 Seventh St., 
Dixon; and two sisters, Mrs. Crys- 
tal.

Capt. Tilton .was a B-26 pilot in 


World War II, and was stationed 
in England. He was credited with 
60 missions over the Continent. 


While living in Dixon he resided 


with his parents on College Avenue. 
He worked as a laborer during his 
year of residence in. Steward. 


Dixon relatives planned to go to 


Brady, Tex., where funeral serv- 
ices will be held. No date was an- 
nounced. 


Commanded Plane 


The plane was from Biggs AFB, 


El Paso, and officials there identi- 
fied the other victims as Capt. A. 
G. Sterling, 29, pilot. Eagle Grove, 
la., and Capt. H. T. Courcier, 38, 
Wichita Falls, Tex. 


Capt. Tilton was listed as the 


plane commander. 


Biggs officials said the plane was 


on a routine navigational flight, 
and had made a routine radio re- 
port only five minutes before the 
crash. . 


The explosion rocked central 


Texas for many miles Tuesday 
night. It blew doors open and rat- 
tled windows. It lighter the sky 
as far away as Waco, 25 miles to 
the northwest. 


The wreckage was spread over 


a mile and a half area, and five 
large pieces of the plane burned 
into the morning. The bodies of 
the three men—all officers — were 
not found until daylight.

Chandler Wins 


They placed A. B. (Happy) 


Chandler back in the governor's 
chair in Kentucky by a surpris- 
ingly solid margin after the Demo- 
cratic split over his nomination. 
Chandler's thumping defeat of his 
Republican opponent in a state 
that President Eisenhower lost by 
only 700 votes in 1852 gave Repub- 
licans there little comfort. 


A slashing Democratic raid on 


Rcnublican mayoralty strongholds 
in Indiana seemed to substantiate 
to seme extent the Democrats" 
contention there is discontent in 
the farm belt, even in predomi- 
nantly GOP stales. 


Blame Local ISMIVS 


Republicans could attribute to 


local issues their losses of such 
cities as Indianapolis. South Bend. 
Hammond. Muncie. Michigan City, 
Marion. New Castle. Bloomington 
and even Ehvood. birthplace of 
the late Wendell L. Wilkie. But

German Plan 
Perils Peace 


Geneva Conference 
A Failure, Says 
British Delegate

GENEVA (IP)—The West 


angrily accused Russia today 
of seeking the "sovietization" 
of all Germany, and U. S. 
Secretary 
of State Dulles 


charged Russian policy per- 
petuates a danger to the 
"peace of Europe." 


In rapid succession, Dulles, Brit- 


ish Foreign Secretary Harold Mac- 
millan and French Foreign Minis- 
ter Antoirie Plnay denounced the 
stand .which Soviet Minister. Molo- 
tov took against German reunifi- 
cation Tuesday upon his return 
here from Moscow. 


They appealed to the Soviet gov- 


ernment to reconsider its position.* 


Geneva A "Failure" 


Macmillan called- the Big Four 


conference efforts on Germany a 
failure arid declared that the Soviet 
Union is using "the happiness, 
unity and independence of the Ger- 
man people as pa-wns in its game" 
to break xip the Atlantic Alliance 
and the Western European .Union. , 


Dulles emphasized two points at 


the very outset of his blunt state- 
ment to Molotov at today's Big 
Four session—the ninth of this Ge- 
neva conference. 


First, he said, the 'Soviet posi- 


tion, if persisted in. will "perpetu- 
ate conditions which put in jeop- 
ardy the peace, of Europe." 


.Second, he said, Molotov's, speech 
Tuesday •'strikes,a crippling blow" 
at the development of relations of 
confidence "between the West and 
Russia. 


Pinay said that Molotov had 


made it plain he would not agree to 
the reunification of Germany "until 
assured of conditions for the So- 
vietization of all Germany." 


Breaks Agreements 


Dulles accused the Soviet Union 


of breaking' agreements on German 
reunification through free elections 
made by Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
at the summit conference in July. 


The summit conference. Dulles 


said, had "enheartened people all 
over the world." But he quoted 
President Eisenhower as having 
said that the follow-through would 
be the decisive measure of the suc- 
cess of the summit meeting. 


There is no desire or intention on 


the part of the U. S. government 
to "revert to conditions that existed 
prior to the summit conference," 
he added. 


The Western diplomats were 


struck hard by the implication that 
Russia does not intend to yield a 
position of power in Germany or 
anywhere else. 


Raps Unification 


Molotov denounced the German 


unification plans of the West as 
being designed to accomplish the 
"remilitarization not only of West- 
ern Germany but also of Eastern 
Germany, and at the same time 
to draw not only Western Europe 
but also the whole of Germany 
into the Nona Atlantic bloc direct- 
ed against the Soviet Union, and 
noi only the Soviet Union.''

WASHINGTON <* — Russia's 


Foreign Minister Molotov at least 
has had the distinction of render- 
ing the three Western foreign min- 
isters speechless at Geneva. 


For one diplomat to be able to 


knock the talk out of th«ree other 
diplomats is quite an achievement. 
But why Molotov had such an ef- 
fect on them is hard to see. 
. When he told them Tuesday 
Russia wouldn't agree to their 
plan for unifying Germany, the 
three ministers had to call a re- 
cess until today. Secretary of State 
Dulles said he had to consider the 
matter overnight before speaking. 


No Surprise , 


Yet Molotov's performance was 


no surprise. The No. 1 problem 
before th^ four ministers before 
they ever reached Geneva; just as 
it has been the No. 1 problem since 
they arrived there, is the unifica- 
tion of Germany. 


The West and Russia had nev- 


er been able to agree on it _ be- 
fore. And there was no reason to 
believe the Russians this time at 
Geneva would soften up or cave 
in. There was no widespread 'opti- 
mism here that they would. 


The best anyone could reason- 


ably hope for—before the confer 
ence—was that the 
two sides 


might reach some small agree- 
ments on other .problems and fin- 
ish up without calling each othei 
names. 


That would permit them to have 


another meeting next year when

Big Three Aim 


The United States, Britain and 


France would like to s«e Germany 
mited under a democratic govern- 
nent favorable to the West and 
inked to it. just as West Germany 
io\v js linked to it through the 
North Atlantic military alliance. 


And that's exactly the last thing 


the Russians want to see. From 
all reports the East and West Ger- 
mans — if they were permitted to 
choose a new government —would 
choose a democratic government 
favorable to the West. The Rus- 
sians certainly have reason to 
fear that would happen. 


For that reason they will not 


permit free elections, as Molotov 
has made clear. He denounced the 
idea of free elections. He called it 
"unreal and dangerous." 


He indicated—so th« press offi- 


cers of the United States. France 
and Britain said—that the only 
kind of unified Germany the Rus- 
sians want is. a Communist Ger- 
many. And there can hardly be 
any doubt of that. 


Face Stone Wall 


And where does this leave the 


West and Russia so far ^.s Ger- 
many is concerned? So far as can 
be seen it leaves them right up 
against the same stone wall that 
separated them before the Geneva 
meeting began Oct. 27. 


Dulles and Molotov did a little 


traveling during a weekend re- 
cess in the, conference. Molotov 
went to Moscow. Dulles went to 


Yugo-slavia to see Marshall Tlt<\ 
who is friendly with the West uni 
recently became friendly with th« 
Russians all over again. 


Since both Russia and the VVcst 


want Tito on their side, he's in a 
good spot to play off or* againit 
the other, saying something: that 
pleases one side one time, and ( 
something that pleases the other 
another tinve. 


After their meeting: Dulles and 


Tito issued a statement. They said 
they'd Uketto see the Russian sa- 
tellite countries independent. That 
means 
independent 
of 
Russian 


domination. 


- First-Class Harpoon 


That was a first-class propagan- 


da harpoon, thrown directly into 
the hide of the Russian bear. The 
least it could do was stir up some 
discontent among the non-Commu- 
nist satellite people. 


But just how smart Dulles was 


in heaving this harpoon, right in 
the midst of the Geneva confer- 
ence when he was hoping for 
some agreement with Molotov, is 
a question which will probably be 
debated for some time. 


Just before he left Moscow for 


Geneva. Molotov told foreign cor- 
respondents he was taking "better 
baggage'' back to Geneva with 
him. 


At once the Western optimist 


market took on a bullish turn. But, 
judging 
from 
Molotov's almost 


brutal position on Germany when 
he got back to Geneva, that "bet- 
ter baggage" he talked of consist- 
ed of one big torpedo.

But Drs. William E. Petcrscn, 


professor of animal husbandry, and 
Berry Campbell, associate profes- 
sor of anatomy, said that, on the 
asis of findings to date. "It is 
wssible to expect that through 
roper development and distribu- 
on of protective milk, whole pop- 
lations can be protected from 
:sease." 
Thev said they were certain that 
iuch milk could be used to im- 
nunize humans against such dis- 
uses as stroptococcal infections, 
measles, 
smallpox, 
tuberculosis 


and diphtheria. But they cautioned 
much work remains to be done be- 
ore the protective milk becomes 
enerally available.

traded to Washington two years 
ago after a fine rookie season 
with Boston.

Each in- 
dividual has a diffeientiset of 
values, some would put a higher 
value on security than on freedom 
of choice.

piograms can be measured 


include political acceptability, free- 
dom of the farmer to make de- 
iisions, efficient use of the nation's 
resources, consistency with inter- 
national trade, monetary policy 
and other programs, reasonable 
cost to the public, and simplicity 
of administration

do jou want? Is it feasible? 
Some alternatees are: (1) Loan 
and purchase agreement. (2) Di- 
rect payments.

Is in Sight 


ST. LOUIS ffl—No early end was 


in sight today to the largest stake 
in the history of America's shoe 
industry-. The strike has idled about 
26,000 workers in six Midwestern 
states. 


No union-company meetings are 


scheduled in the wage dispute and 
both sides said they were holding 
to their latest offers. 


AFL and CIO workers struck 41 


plants of the giant International 
Shoe Co. Monday with. 17,000 of 
some 30,000 production employes 
walking out. Some 9,000 Brown 
Shoe Co. workers in 20 plants were 
called out Tuesday. 


Brown Shoe Co. Tuesday charged 


the unions with failure to bargain 
in good faith and of failure to file 
required notices of intention, to 
strike in violation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act in a complaint filed 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board regional office here. 


Ben Berk, regional director for 


the AFL Boot and Shoe Workers, 
said there was a delay in notifying 
the federal labor conciliation serv- 
ice on intent to strike, "but this 
was because the company (Brown)

Both firms have offered a 10 per 


cent pay raise in three annual in- 
stallments. The unions want a 12 
per cent boost in two years and a 
pension plan study. Workers now 
average S1.22 an hour.
